His meals used to be sent down 
to him from one of the hotels in the 
town, but one day the scullion who 
brought him hts dinner did not turn 
up in time, and so the prisoner walk- 
ed to the hotel and took his meal 
there. . 

After that he got into the habit o 

roceeding to the hotel for his meals; 
then, after, a stroll on the front, he 
used to return to bia prison and shut 
hhnself in, carefully bolting the door 
inside, 
But again the authorities found he 
was costing too much, and s0 one 
day they called him up and told him 
that they were sick of seeing him 
about the place and that he must 
clear out. He emphatically refused 
to do anything of the kind. 

To cut a long story short, the prin- 
vclpality of Monaco was obliged to set- 
tle an Unnuity of $125 a year upon 
the convict before he would consent 
to accept his freedom and leave the 
country. As soon as this was arrang- 
ed he took up his abode In a cottage 
just over the Monaco border. 

This iv a true story, and the docu- 
ment fixing the man’s pension, to- 
gether with details of the payments, 
may be seen in the archives of 
Monaco,

are volumes of maps, diaries and communications. 
but ranking chief in-interest among them so far is 
a letter In faded handwriting. It was written by 
General Montcalm to De Bougainville, his secon. 
in command, seven days before Wolfc's soldiers 
made: their way up the steep heights at Wolfe's 
Cove and captured the Plains of Abraham. 

At that time General Montcalm’s 
army was campe! on the Beauport ‘shore 
below Quebec, but Montcalm apparently 
was aware of the weak link In the French 

_- defences on the heights of Abraham, 
‘There, abore Wolfe's Cove, De Rumigny 
was In command of a French’ outpost. 

“I am sending a regiment of Guicone 
(an old French province) to Monsieur do 
Rumigny.” Montcalm writes to De Boug- 
ainville as he adds the warning words: 
“observez bien.” 

New differences of opiniun seem to 
have arisen between Montcalm, who was 
in command of the French troops, and 
Vaudreuil, the civil governor of Quebec. 
Vaudreuil! thought the regiment of 
Guienne, which was counted amdng the 

- flower of the French army, was not 
Aeeded and the regiment was sent back 
to Beauport. 

On September 12, 1759, Montcalm 

+ again ordered the regiment of Gulenne 
to assist at De Rumigny’s outposts. 
Vaudreull repiled tha t he would see 
about it tomorrow — tomorrow never 
came though. 

That same ulght Wolfe's soldiers 
ciimbed the slope and defeated the 
French forces on tho Plains of Abraham. 
What would have happened had the regiment 

of Gulenne been there to defend the way In a mat- 
ter of keen speculation, in the fact of such re- 
alatance Wolfe's men might not have succeeded at 


all and the French regime In Canada might havo * 


had a very different history.

when 22,642,359 bushels were Import- 
ed. During the same year the quan- 
tity of Canadian wheat milied in bond 
was reported at 10,26,436 bushels, or 
46 per cent, of the total imports dur- 
ing the year. From January 1 to 
June 30, 1923, imports of Canadian 
wheat were 4,686,530 bushels. In that 
period 2,87,008 bushels, or 61 per cent. 
of the total imports were milled «in 
bond, 

The provisions in the tariff act of 
1922 relate to the milling of imported 
wheat, One of these, commonly 
known as the milling provision, pro 
vides that the entire mill handling 
the wheat, or part of the mill, be plac- 
ed+under' bond. No duty 's paid on 
the Imported wheat provided the en- 
tire output of the mill is exported. 
Any flour or by-product from the im- 
ported wheat fs subject to the pre 
scribed import duty should it be sub- 
sequently entered for consumption In 
the United States. 

The second provision is the so-call- 
ed drawback provision, under the 
terms of whictr:the- inrporter pays the 
full amount of-the duty prescribed by 
the Act, Le.

Experts Will ‘Attend To The Task 
No Movies Or Indians Allowed In 


| WAINWRIGHT, Alts., Oct. 24—| 
{By Canadian Press) — Buflalo 
steaks, tonyues and tails, as well rr 


+] pemintean, «efter having, disappeared 


from the ken of the plainsmen many 
yoara ago, are again about to be- 
come articles of commerce, “And 
at tho samo'time buffalo hides wil! 
be placed on the market for the men- 
ufacture of automobile robes, ant 
tugs, and buffalo herds will be avail- 
able to clubs of wealthy individuals 
who desire ta use these for ornam- 
ental purposes for their hunting lod. 
ges or atker premises. This is due 
to the fact that the Canadian gove 
ernment’s buffalo herd~ at Watn- 
wright has increased to such an ex- 
tent that slaughter of 2,000 of the 
animals has been found necessary. 
The slaughter Is ta be carsied out 
on November Ist, by experienced 
workmen, and under the watchful 
eye of Superintendent Smith, of the 
Wainwright Buffalo Park, who will 
represent the government in secing 
that the animals are quickly and pro- 
perly dispatched. 

Cowboys, mounted on fleet-foot- 
ed cowponies, will herd the selacted 
animals away from the rest of the 
buffalo when the fall roundup takes 
place.

Every fall the entire herd ts moved 
down from its summer range to win- 
ter quarters, which have been saved 
from grazing during the whole sum- 
mer. This fall when the move takes 
Place, the animals selected (for 
shaughter will be cut out from the 
main herd, and the slanghtering will 
be done with rifles in the hands o: 
skiled markemen, At the aame 
me, motion picture rights have: 
been acquired by an American con- 
cern, which will film the ronndup. 

In oldén days the buffalo roamet 
the plains in countless thousands; to- 
day the Canadian government owns, 
at Wainwright. on the Canadiag Na- 
tional Railway hetween Saskatoon 
and Edmonton, the largest buffalo 
herd in exiztence. Sixteen years 
ago the herd began with a pnucleu, 
of 716 animals; today there are k,- 
300. As thin number is fae. more 
than can be carried over the winter 
with the available hay and pastur- 
age, and also as in the Increase of 
the herd there have ngturally beep 
more bulls than are required for i's 
further maintenance, the decision 
has been reached to kill 2,000 of the 
animals and offer the meat. hides 
and heads for sale. In this way 
it Is expected that the products of 
the Lerd will go a long way towards 
making the buffalo venture of the 
Bovernment financially successfpl.

‘Eighty Per Cent. of Canada’s 
Wheat’ Goes: East—Via 
=| United States 















{Written Speclally for the C. P.)_ 
(By Col. G, C. Porter) 


WASHINGTON, D.C., Qet. 27 — 
Canada’s Royal Grain Inquiry Com- 
. miksion “has completed. its investiga- 
tion’ inthe United States. Every 
phase of the grain trade and mar- 
keting processes as they relate to the 
problems in the Dominion have been 
probed. Duluth, Minneapolis, Kan- 
eas City, Buffalo, and the Atlantic 
feabourd cities, through which Can- 
odian grain passes in bond to the 
United Kingdom and European 
_ countries, Lave’ been visited. Many 
‘men prominent in various angles 
of the trade have been interviewed 
and government offictals talked with, 
The apparent frankness and keen 
anxiety of all invited to confer with 
the Canadian commissioners has been 
most marked. Some very busy bu- 
sciness men Nave devoted threo or 
four hours in-explaining to the Ca- 
nadian visitors their views on the 
subjects discuysed, 

The attitude of there gentlemen 
has impressed the commisstoners 
yery emplintically, for, of course, the 
Royal authority under which the 
rody is actlag in the Dominion does 
not extend into allen territory. But 
the scope could not have been wider 
and the research more thorough 
kere than {it has been, if it did. The 
only difference fs that all these gen- 
tlemen Lave apneared yoluntarily 
before the board and their state- 
ments have not been made under 
oath. 

Is sUnlawful Mixing Done Here? 

Has Canada’s grain, passing 
bond through the United States to 
the Enropean market been tamper- 
ed with? This angle and the com- 
parative value here to the industry 
of private and public ‘elevators, 
constituted the two — big probleme 
that have concerned, the Commjssion 
fn the States. ‘ 

During the sessions conducted by 
the board through the west and es- 
pecially on the Pacific Const since 
last June, more than one witness 
has suggested that Canadian grain 
passing in bond from Builato to the 
u. 8, senboard,* under 2 Dominio 
grade certificate, bas arrived jn the 
United ‘Kingdon showing the pres- 
ence of American soft wheat or other 
wise under the grade which inspect- 
cra at Fort William kad given it. 

The extent of these camplaints 
has increased until some Europesn 
buyers have been quoted ns prefer- 
ring to buy only that) Canadian 
grain that baa passed through all 
Canadian routes, It has even been 
soggested that this-evil Is respon- 
sible for the fact today that Aua- 
tralian wheat 75 quoted at Liverpool, 
two cents higher on similar grades 
than the Canadian articte. 

‘This is the most serious phase of 
the condition on this side which the 
Canadian commissioners have been 
investigating. And the American 
elevator owners, mill end, rallway 
representatives, government offf- 
cials, ships’ brokers and owners ap- 
preciatg the menace to their inter- 
eats .in) the saspicion cast on the 

lo-Atlantie ports route. 
ahve Alea Exact Aich Tolls 

E'ghty per cent. of Canadian ex- 
port grain reaches the. world mar- 
ket through American channels, 
The. record for some thirteen years 
varies but slightly in rhis estimate. 
More than a million bushels of Can- 
adian grain have passed from Fort 
William over the Buffalo-Aviantic 
route since the wexlern provinces 
began to export frain to Europe. 
Lake freight, railway, clevator and 
ocean charges contributed to Amer- 
jean capital and labor in that time 
by this purely domestic product of 
the Dominion exceeds thirty million 
dollars In that period. 

This {s the big national aspect of 
the situation these Canadian grain 
commissioners have been inveatigat- 
ing here. And, ifin spite of this op- 
ulent stream of Canadian commerce 

contributed to American interests, 
the bonded privileges necorded Can 
nda, have been and are being violat- 
ed, to the debasement of Dominion 
grain. and inviolation of Internation- 
al law, the American business men 
engaged in this’ traffic realize that 
Canada Is Hable to find some way 
to divert thix stream back into her 
domestic channels. Decent busi 
nes¥ considerations and this selfish 
angle involved, Lave contrihuted to 
“urge these American business men 
to give the Canadian contmixsioners
